Upon discovering that the in- 


terior of the living room was on 
fire, he called Lipscomb, who ran 
to the basement for a hand axe to 
assist in chopping away the case- 
ment of a door which was burn- 
ing. In some manner, not entirely' 
explained, Lipecomb tripped an<4 
fell coming up stairs, striking his 
left wrist a terrific blow with the 
heavy ax£ in his right h*n<J. The 
left nand having fallen across a 
cement step, was chopped nearly 
off, hanging by the tendons. 


LipscomB fainted 
from 
shock 


and loss of blood, and was found 
on the floor by Edwards a short 
time later, the axe having fallen 
to the basement floor where it was 
found covered with blood. 


Mr. Lipscomb was rushed to a 
Beatrice hospital by Dr. E. N. 
Ingham, where it was found neces- 
sary to amputate the hand. The 
heavy axe passed neatly between 
the bones of the wrist, severing all 
arteries, cartilage and most of the 
tendons. Mr. Lipscomb "could not 
tell much of the cause of the fall 
or o fthe fire and is still under 
the influence of anaesthetic at the 
hospital. 


The fire is said to have been 
caused from a defective switch on 
the radio, which was against the 
wall in the living room of the 
home. The interior of the home 
was badly damaged, firemen ex- 
tinguished the blaze after a hur- 
ried run.

Memorial Address 


At Plattsmouth. 


PLATTSMOUTH. Neb., May 31 


In the memorial address delivered 
here Friday by Col. P. L. Hall of 
Lincoln, the speaker particularly 
stressed the value of citizenship 
and the demand upon everyone for 
service, first having traced the his- 
tory of the nation and pointed out 
the principle? upon which it has its 
foundation. He urged that sort of 
citizenship which made one willing 
to help build up his community 
and in which one was not com- 
pelled to stretch- his imagination 
or wArp his Judgment in order to 
believe in American ideals and re- 
spect the flag of the nation. 


Col. H*ll paid a high tribute to 


the Americazl Legion, saying in 
part: 


"The American Legion has pledged 


itself to serve in war and peace. 
It helps build up citizenship by 
championing the citizens military 
training canips, where young men 
are developed mentally into citi- 
zens, as well as physically; 


"To help create playgrounds for 


the schools, as the Legion believes 
it is better to guide the impulses 
of youth through clean sports than 
to spend effort and money in build- 
ing prisons to keep them from so- 
ciety when it is too late; 


"To consecrate the memory of 
our heroic dead; to enter halls of 
congress and the state legislatures 
and demand ample consideration 
for 
our 
disbaled soldiers,

widows and children. 


"Service is the key-word of the

the period. Trade reviews of the 
week point out that appraisals made 
on the basis of future prospects bear 
a confident tone, and the 
latent 


economic power is considered re- 
assuring, but the absence of a broad 
and decisive revival is tne control- 


* ling factor at present. Cautious pol- 
icies are being closely adhered to Jn 


most quarters, with a strong disin- 
clination to operate beyond immedi- 
ate or early needs. 
The stock market has shown firm- 
er tendencies, although trading has 
continued dull and spiritless. 
The 


restraining influence of the two-day 
holiday undoubtedly contributed to 
the lethargic tone. 
In the steel industry, the present 


week has been lacking in especial- 
ly significant developments. 
The 


holiday observances tended further 
to limit mill schedules, and another 
small decline in the average output 
was reported. Ingot production for 
the entire industry is estimated at 
73 per cent of capacity, as compared 
with 74 per cent in the previous 
week. 


Small Petroleum Gain. 


Details of export trade for April 


this year showed continued de- 
creases in foods, particularly grams 
and cotton and cotton goods, con- 
tributing largely to the 10.7 per 
cent decrease in all exports from 
March and the 21 per cent recrease 
from April a year ago. Small gains 
in petroleum and its products and 
in coal offset this slightly, but with 
'these four groups excluded, the re- 
maining exports show a 10 per cent 
drop from March and of 22 pei cent 
from April a year ago. 
The weekly car loadings state- 


ment failed'to show any important 
change for the week ended May 17. 
Total loadings of 930,004 cars were 
3,927 cars below the total in the 
previous seven , days period.

is the smallest weekly total of load- 
ings since 1924.

This is to be done before the 
elections of 1932, at -which time the 
national reapportionment will take 
effect. 


Assuming that the state will 


show a total enumeration of about 
1,500,000, the new districts will av- 
erage 300,000 each in number of 
inhabitants.

eral and state governments under 
the concurrent clause of the Eigh- 
teenth amendment." 


If the states performed 
their 


duty under their own prohibitory 
laws, he asserted, there would 'be 
some 200,000 enforcement agents 
abroad in the land to arrest and 
prosecute violators, instead of the 
2,000 agents employed by the fed- 
eral government. This army of 
200,000 would be composed of the 
peace officers of the various states, 
police, sheriffs, constables, etc. 


For several months after 
the 


adoption of national prohibition in 
1920 
there was no marked dispo- 


sition to violate the law, Dr. Doran 
asserted. 
"Then," he continued, "a strange 


thing happened. Slowly some non- 
law abiding citizens made furtive 
attempts to violate it and found 
they could 
immunity.

"This was due in part to the lack 


of preparedness on the part of the 
government to take over the huge 
task of enforcing such an impor 
tant law over so vast a territory, 
and to the failure of state officials 
to grasp the opportunity opened to 
them unde rthe concurrent power 
clause of the Eighteenth amend- 
ment. 


Failed To Act Promptly. 


"It goes without saying if the 
state forces had promptly pro- 
ceeded to exert the power the 
amendment gave them the country 
would not today be facing the situ- 
ation it does with regard to pro- 
hibition law enforcement. 


"It may be said as a general 


statement that enforcement varies 
in direct proportion to: 


"1. The sentiment regarding the 
law in any community. 


"2. The clear understanding by 
federal and state officials of their 
respective duties and obligations. 


"3. The close co-operation be- 


tween state and federal enfojjce- 
ment agencies " 


In fact, Doran declared, istat* 


officers are better equipped to en- 
force prohibition than federal of- 
ficers, for most states have more 
liberal search and seizure laws 
than, the federal sttautes provide. 
State agents are not so ham- 
stringed. 


As for those five states, New 


York, Maryland, Wisconsin, Mon- 
tana, and Nevada, which have no 
state enforcement acts, he -asserted 
the "nuisance laws" they do have 
are sufficiently broad to enable the 
peace officers to enforce prohibi- 
tion, or they can fall hack on the 
concurred power derived from the 
Eighteenth amendment itself.

This gave the southern portion of 
the state an advantage in the dis- 
tricting of 40 years ago, notwith- 
standing. that its area is consider- 
ably less than that of the North 
Platte.West and North Grow. 
In the last two decades, however, 


many counties of eastern and south- 
ern Nebraska have been virtually at 
a standstill with respect to popula- 
tion. In many of them an actual de- 
crease has occurred. On the other 
hand the newer country west and 
north has been filling up with peo- 


As is looks now, out of the five 
congressional districts to be carved 
out by the next legislature, only two 
will be in the South Platte region, 
while the North Platte will have 
three, the same as now. It is even 
possible that one of the 
northern 
districts will reach down across the 
Platte river and annex a few coun- 
ties on the south side. 
Old Fourth May Disappear, 
Attempts at gerrymandering for 
political advantage are likely to be 
made by whichever party happens 
to controlthe legislature; but .the 
redistricting will probably be done, 
in the main, with due regard to the 
factors of population and geograph- 
ical contiguity. 
What will likely happen is the 
elimination of the present 'fourth 
district. This district 
comprises 


eleven counties of south central 
Nebraska. Its situation is such that 
it would naturally be drawn upon to 
eke out the population of three oth- 
er districts which will have to add 
more counties. 
The first and fifth, being at the 
east and west ends of the South 
Platte zone, cannot be erased from 
the picture. It is the middle terri- 
tory which stands to lose its sep- 
arate identity. 
Cities In East End. 
This is evident from a glance at 
the state map. The two large cities, 
Lincoln and Omaha, are near the 
east end, one south and the other 
north of the Platte river. They can- 
not be thrown into toe same district 
by any scheme of reapportionment, 
as other counties lie between them 
and could not be included without 
bringing in a large excess of popu- 
lation. Thereiore, there must con- 
tinue to be one congressional dis- 
trict in the east lying south of the 
Platte, and another to the north. 
In the process of rearranging 


congressional districts, some of the 
logical additions and changes ap- 
pear to be as follows: 
First— To retain the seven coun- 
ties it now has and add Seward, 
Saline, and Gage, taken from the 
fourth. 
Second — To retain the three coun- 
ties it now has and add Burt, taken 
from the third. 


Third— To retain all its present 
eighteen counties, except Burt, and 
add Saunders, Butler, and Polk. 
taken from the fourth. 
Fourth — To be broken up. 
Fifth — To retain all its present 


eighteen counties, except Perkins, 
and add Hamilton. York, Pillmore, 
Thayer. and Jefferson, from the 
fourth. 
Sixth — To retain all its present 
thirty-six counties and add Perkins, 
fromthe fifth. 


Doubtless there will be some vari- 
ation from this arrangement, but 
something like it must be worked 
out if the districts are to be of com- 
pact shape and practically equal in 
population.

The new "step-up plan" for reim- 


bursing depositors, enacted by the 
legislature at its special session in 
March 
upon Governor Weavers' 


recommendation, was put into effect} 
for the first time during the month j 
just ended. Under it, depositors in 
twenty-seven banks who previously ' 
had received little or nothing at all 
weie pMd a uniform amount of 
8 per cent on their respective claims, 
which amounted in all to $403,787.73. 


Of that sum, $243,995.32 came out 


of 
the 
"final settlement 
fund" 


created by the new janking daw of 
Nebraska to take the place of the 
old guarrtnty fund, which was abol- 
ished. The remaining $108,129,99 
was realized from individual assets 
of fifteen of these banks. 


Regular dividends totaling $295,- 


657.74 were also paid to depositors 
in eleven other banks out of the 
proceeds realized from the assets of 
those particular Institutions. Such 
refunds ranged from 8 per cent up 
to 85 per cent on the claims al- 
lowed in District court 


How "Step-Up Plan" Works. 
It is the purpose of the "step-up 
plan" now being inaugurated to 
equalize payments so far as pos- 
sible by giving the preference to 
those who have not in the past re- 
ceived any substantial part of the 
money due them. Depositors who 
have already drawn considerable 
percentages of their claims will not 
share in disbursements from 
the 


final settlement fund until those 
who have had less are brought up 
to a parity with themselves. 
This applies only to the general 
assets held in common, and to 
whatever sums may be collected in 
future as assessments levied upon 
banks. The rule does not cover in- 
dividual assets of any bank that is 
in a separate receivership. All such 
assets belong to the depositors of 
that particular bank, and the rev- 
enue they yield cannot be diverted 
elsewhere. 


General assets, which the state

trust for all depositors, are chiefly 
those taken over some years ago 
,from banks whose depositors were 
paid in full out of the guaranty

State Commerce Secretary Bliss, 
in announcing the payments made 
during May, said: 
"This distribution 
comes 
from 
assets collected in receivership banks 
where depositors were paid in lull 
from the guaranty fund. It is not a 
final dividend but represents the 
pro rata share of such funds now 
on hand. 
"In connection 
with dividends 
from the settlement fund to banks 
participating at this time, dividends 
were also paid by the receivers of 
some of the banks by separate 
check, so that each depositor in 
these banks has received at least 
eight per cent on his claim.

Seward Minister Had Served Meth- 


odist Churches For More 


Thaa Half Century. 


Death of Rev. Henry H. Hack- 


man, Seward, at 1 o'clock Saturday 
afternoon in a Lincoln hospital, 
ended the life of a man who had 
given more than a half century of 
service~to the Methodist ministry. 
He celebrated his 
seventy-fifth 
birthday last Saturday. 
Born in Ilopewell, Warren county, 
Missouri, the Rev. Mr. Hackman at- 
tended a Methodist college at War- 
renton, six miles north of Hopewell. 
His first pastorates were in. the 
western part of Kansas, where pio- 
neer residents were still living in 
sod houses and experienced great 
difficulty in attending church regu- 
larly because of the distances they 
were required to travel and the slow 
mode of transportation. 
The Rev. Mr. Hackman has held 
about fifteen different pastorates 
during his fifty years of preaching 
before he was retired four years ago 
while holding a pastorate at Cui- 
bertson.

Tanks In Capitol 
Dome Filled Ready 
To Put Out Blaze 


Two huge steel tanks with capac- 


ity of 6,000 gallons each, placed m 
the top chamber of the capitol tow- 
er just under the dome are now 
filled with water ready for use in 
case a fire should break out any- 
where in the building. 
There is not much likelihood of a 
blaze getting started within the edi- 
fice as it is constructed almost en- 
tirely of steel, concrete, masonry, 
stone, tile, glass, and copper. But 
if- any of the- wooden 
furniture, 
floors, or floors, paper or other in- 
flammable contents of the offices 
catch fire the means of estinguish- 
ing it will be at hand. 
Qpdinary pressure from the city 
water plant is not sufficient to ele- 
vate the water more than about 100 
feet or one-fourth of the way to the 
top of the tower. Electric pumps in 
the basement of the capitol send it 
the rest of the way. From the 
tanks there are pipes leading to all 
parts of the building, with emer- 
gency hose lines ready for instant 
use should they be needed. Gravity 
is the only force needed for this 
system of water distribution 
The daily supply of water for 
drinking and lavatory use in the 
capitol is taken direct from the city 
mains, but in an emergency it could 
be drawn from the tanks above.

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Max Schmeling Better Fighter Than Qenerally Rated 


Qerman Uhlan's Proud 
Hope Is to Qualify as 
Second Jack Dempsey

Max Schmehrig was a husky youth in Germany. He 


began fighting through Ameiican influence. As a small boy 
he often saw the American soldiers boxing. The soldiers sta- 
tioned in his home town, like all other American soldiers m 
array camps, found boxing the best of their few entertain- 
ments. Schmeling saw real boxing, American style. That is 
why he wasn't like other invading German heavyweight box- 
ers when he came here—slow footed, clumsy, stiffly posed 
and ineffectual. He started with some notion of the Amer- 
ican fighting manner He wanted to box like the Americans. 
His ideal became Jack Dempsey, the great champion. 


"Strongman" In Circus. 


Max worked at several jobs He 


went with a circus, where one of 
his tasks was to assist the circus 
' strong man " When the strong man 
took sick. Max substituted, and lor 
several weeks lifted

Dempsey His IdoL 


Jack Dempsey visited Germany, 


Schmeling went to see him No, he 
didn't box with Dempsey, but Demp- 
sey was friendly and interested, and 
amused by the odd resemblance of 
this German youngster to himself 
Max already had a dented nose and 
a boxer's profile, and in 
sloping 


•forehead, black eyebrows and In- 
dian features, he was much like 
Jack even then Jack showed him a 
few boxing tricks and gave him 
good advice and a slap on the back 
Max saw the moving pictures of 


Dempsey fighting, studied them al- 
most reverently, tried to crouch and 
sway and hit like Dempsey He is 
almost a caricature of Dempsey s 
old fighting style. In its wa\— 
which is much more defensive and 
much less aggressive than Demrj- 
seys ever was — it is quite effectne 
Max shifts to the aggressive quick- 
ly enough when he sees an advan- 
tage in it 


Naturally Aggressive.

Schmeling went in one hop from 
the celluloid collar stage into the 
silk shirt class Max went on and 
stopped Pietro Corn, who wasn t 
much, in a minute and two sec- 
onds 
Then, on Feb 1, 1929, he 


fought Johnny Risko 
Johnny wasn't going very well, m

George Godfrey pounded him in 
the body for 10 rounds in Brooklyn 
Schmeling was favorite at odds of 
five to two The fight showed the 
odds justified 
Schmeling knocked 


Risko down four times and had him 
so gioggy in the ninth that Referee 
Arthur Donovan stopped the slaugh- 
ter and held up Maxs hand 


Made His Reputation. 
That, of course made Schmeling 
a reputation 
Perhaps due to this 
last shellacking, Risko went on and 
lost a lot %f fights, being beaten by 
Emmet Rocco, George Cook, K O 
Chnstner and twice by Tuffy Grif- 
fith 
Tuffy, by the way, has since 
knocked out both Sekyra and Risko, 
without attracting much attention, 
as he has inferior ballyhoo artists 
Schmeling, after stopping Risko 


at once became a valuable piece of 
bric-a-brac His managers decided 
against taking any risks whatever 
until a ' big shot' with big money 
attached could be built up Schmel- 
ing jumped a contract to fight Jim 
Malonev in Boston and sailed back 
to Germany, leaving his staff o:

tering element before replacing on 
the engine For passenger cars this 
need be done only once or twice a 
season, except in regions w h e r e 
dust conditions are very severe. In 
these places it will probably be 
necessary to reservice the cleaner 
at least once a month during the 
dusty season. 


Cause of Tire Wear. 


When a car is hard to steer or 
darts from one side of the road to 
another, the car does, not have 
either the proper camber, front 
wheel dish; toe-in, front wheels 
pulled to at front, or caster, tilt of 
front axle. . These faults wQl im- 
pair the efficiency of the car if not 
corrected 
quickly. Tire 
scuffing 


usually is caiised by the front 
wheels not having the proper, align- 
ment. In many cases, however, the 
undue wear or shimmy is the re- 
sult of not maintaining the correct 
air pressure in the tires. 


Worth Remembering. 


Soft tires will cause the car to 


roll more on the road, forcing the 
engine to labor unnecessarily. This 
gives proportionately less efficiency 
and mileage per gallon of gasoline 
consumed.

wood early used ror eating purposes 
However, some fine spoons carved 
out of slate, wood and Ivory have 
been found in Egypt, many of them 
over 4,000 years old. 


Knives appeared not long after 
the primitive spoons as clumsv 
stone articles. us"ed chiefly for hunt- 
ing 
Even when the metal blade 


was fashioned, it was used for both 
the table and the hunt. In the 
Middle ages. It was common lor 
one to wear a knife at his belt 
which performed these two pur- 
poses. 


One of the first table knives pro- 


duced had a broad or spatulate end 
to the blade, and was recommended 
"for eating of peas and Jellies." 


The fork is known w have been 


used as early as 600 A D, in con- 
nection with viands, but it was re- 
garded for a long time only as a 
useful utensil for serving rather 
than for individual use. However, 
we find It missing from the tables 
as an Implement of general use 
until the early sixteenth centurv 
when it suddenly appeared in Italy 
among a few members of the upper 
classes.

birth place and former home 
was at Juniata, Neb., is leav- 
ing America. For the past 
thirty-eight years she has 
been a missionaiy in Japan. 
During all of that time she 
has given her time, energy 
and what little money she had 
to further Christian educa- 
tion in a country she has 
grown to love even better 
than her own, and it is not 
surprising, 
even 
t h o u g h 


slightly unusual that she has 
a desire to spend the re- 
mainder of her life there. 


Miss Buzzell has been in 


Lincoln the past week, the 
guest of Frank M. Stephens, 
who was a member of her 
Sunday school class when a 
very small boy in Juniata, and 
Mra. Stephens. She came to 
Lincoln from the east where 
she spent several months of a 
year's furlough with relatives. 
From Lincoln she went to 
Juniata for a last brief visit 
with old friends and then she 
will go directly to the coast. 


She knows she is looking for the 


last time on familiar scenes, and 
her only pang, she says, came when 
she said goodbye to her brother and 
sister, realizing that she 
•would see them again.

Miss Buzsell went to Japan in 


1892 as a Baptist missionary, and

Tins was aot due entirely to lack of 
good intentions on the part of the 
parents, but rather to lack of 
funds. In the middle class, espec- 
lall • among the poorer people, the 
boys in the family received the ed- 
ucation. It was necessary, so they 
thought, that the son be educated 
because he must some day be the 
head of a family He must earn the 
livelihood and take financial respon- 
sibilities. It was not so necessary 
that the daughter do this. At first 
the girls were more or less indif- 
ferent, and accepted conditions as 
they were without question. 
Much of that is changed now. 


Education has Decome more com- 
mon among the middle class, af- 
fectinR principally the 
girls, who 
until recently, were not given many 
advantages unless of wealthy par- 
ents. There is scarcely a girl who 
does not have an eighth grade ed- 
ucation in Japan these days. 
In 


fact there are few who do not fin- 
ish high school, according to Miss 
Buzzell. and many of them prepare 
for college. 
Women Enter Business. 


This of course, has 
somewhat 


changed 
the status of women m 


! Japan 
They are 
no longer the 


i timid, secluded 
mdn iduals 
they 


once ^ere Women are going into 
business. 
They are stenographers, 


secretaries, streetcar and bus con- 
ductors, ticket sellers at railway 
stations, and are following in the 
footsteps of their American sisterg 
as speedily as possible. 
The modern idea of education 


and business 
for w o m e n 
has 


changed the old marriage tradition. 
At one time, so Miss Buzzell says, 
if a girl was not married at the age 
of 20 it was a family disgrace. She 
generally was married at a much, 
jounger age. and married the man. 
her family chose for her. 


•Now the modern miss in Japan 


marries 
when she 
feels like it. 


Sometimes she waits until she is 
30 or past, and the average age_ for 
marriage seems to be about 23 or 
26. And the men like it. 
"The men who are worthwhile 


want their wives educated." Miss 
Buzzell said, "so there is no trouble 
there." Caste Still An Issue. 


Caste remains an issue in Japan 


even in these days. Miss Buzzell 
stated. Stock market crashes may

"I have paid my way through 
college teaching music and -would 
enjoy it in the future," and she is 
to Be married this June, "absolutely 
not," "Until he has been able to save 
enough, 'extra' to keep "the family 
budget up-to-date,'which ought not 
to be more than two years, at the 
most," "As long as we both saw fit 
for me to work"—are average reac- 
tions, which don't lend themselves 
to classification. 


Perhaps this girl has unusual 
knowledge, for she knows a two-way 
job. She isn't willing to work after 
marriage, for reasons she under- 
stands. "There vrould be fewer di- 
vorces if women made a home for 
the men they marry. A man loves 
comfort, good food, cheerful com- 
panions, and how can a woman be 
cheerful when she works eight hours 
and then comes home to dirty 
rooms. I've worked my way through 
school and I know what it means 
to do double duty. The business of 
home making is no easy job, so why 
should a married woman work? 
"Her business is to take care of a 


family. If I were to work after mar- 
riage, I should want a housekeeper, 


f er not to work, but if a year or two 
of labor oft their part would place 
the husband in some coveted finan- 
cial position or would help him in 
completing a specila college course, 
they'd be willing to lend their 
brains to the cause. After the young

A DIFFERENT 


CHIEF JUSTICE HUGHES. 


By the closest shave possible—the margin of one 


vote—Chief Justice Charles Evans Hughes was con- 
firmed by the United States senate. The early, pre- 
liminary criticisms of Mr. Hughes, faintly land timidly 
uttered, attained volume as the attack progressed, 
and when the final vote came, their echoes were 
heard throughout the country. His opponents sought 
to prevent his confirmation on the ground he had 
become too "corporate-minded." As the legal repre- 
sentative of some of the greatest industrial organi- 
zations in America, they said his earlier liberal 'poli- 
tical philosophy had been supplanted by tight-lipped 
conservatism. 


What a hearty laugh Mr. Hughes must be having 


at the expense of his most caustic critics! 


He has been the chief justice of the United States 


supreme bench for a little less than two months. 
During that time two decisions have been handed 
down of great importance to the public. In each 
corporate wealth was represented on one side, and 
the public on the other. Justice Hughes wrote the 
opinion in each case and in each of them the public 
won a significant, vitally important victory. 


* * * 


The first case in which Chief Justice Hughes par- 


ticipated in which Big Business was arrayed against 
the public was the South Dakota rate cases. The de- 
cision there, upholding the authority of the state to 
regulate intra-state commerce, is the first step toward 
local control of rates since the interstate commerce 
commission gobbled exclusive authority in the years 
immediately following the World war. It seems des- 
tined to have far-reaching consequences for the ex- 
ample of South Dakota in attempting to have a voice 
in rate matters in connection with intra-state com- 
merce is likely to prove an inspiration to commissions 
in other states which had all but surrendered their 
power to the federal government. 


The second decision, an interpretation of the Wat-- 


son-.Farker act of 1926, designed to aid in the wage 
disputes between railroads and their employes, is 
equally important. What congress attempted to do 
in the Watson Parker law was to safeguard the rights 
of employes and the public in the arbitration awards 
and adjustments. 'The railroads attacked it on the 
ground It was unconstitutional as constituting an 
invasion of their property rights. 


In a masterful 5,000 word opinion. Justice Hughes 


upheld the power of congress to pass any legislation 
designed to facilitate the amicable settlement of dis- 


And he did, 
but while his words have become immortal as indica- 
tive of unswerving determination and tenacity, they

Great sayings and proverbs don't always fit and

A generation or more ago the little republic of 


Honduras was the scene of almost continuous revolu- 
tion. No sooner had one set gained control of the 
government than another was at work, sometimes 
winning success before the other party had been in 
office a month. Guerilla warfare was carried on 
constantly, and when one band of fighters captured 


i another, the members of the latter were compelled to 
dig their own graves, stand at the head of the exca- 
iT.tions and be shot to death. 


On one occasion three men were thus taken into 


custody and told to dig their graves beside the road. 
Two of them, careless of what sort of place they took 
their long sleep in, dug shallow holes, in which they 
soon found oblivion. The third, however, was more 
particular. He did not care to have his bones kicked 
out by mules nor dug out by beasts of prey, so he dug 
deeply, smoothing the sides of the hole and carefully 
angling the corners. When he was down about six 
feet he heard a volley of shots and loud shouting. 
and looking out he saw his erstwhile captors flying 
for shelter, while a company of his 
friends came 


charging down the hill. 


When this man found himself in a most trying 


situation, when danger stared him in the face and 
disaster seemed inevitable, he utttered no words which 
will live through the ages; he just keept on digging. 


THE ROOSEVELT AWARDS. 


The announcement that Admiral Richard E. Byrd 


is one of the three Americans to receive the Roose- 
velt Medal for Distinguished Service will occasion no 
surprise. 
He is easily the 
outstanding explorer 


which the United. States has contributed to world 
civilization. Only one other man besides Byrd enjoys 
the distinction of having attained his goal at the 
top and the bottom of the world. Amundsen made 
it by the tedious method of sledge travel to the South 
Pole while he soared over the North Pole in a dirig- 
ible. The airplane was employed by Byrd at both 
North and South poles. 


The Byrd award is for "expression of the pioneer 


virtues." 


In announcing it, the committee declared: "In a 


civilization dominated by industrialism and becoming 
increasingly mechanized. Admiral Byrd has revealed 
the traits of mind and character which brought about 
the discovery of the American continent, its explora- 
tion and settlement' and the westward march of prog- 
ress." 


For service in the cause of industrial peace, William 


Green, president of the American Federation of La- 
bor, is likewise honored. The public is too little un- 
aware of Mr: Green's services in the trying period of 
readjustment following the war. He has in fact con- 
tinued the leadership of the late beloved labor lead- 
er, Gompers, and has been a strong force in helping 
labor to resist the attacks of radical elements within 
its own organization. 


The third award goes to Hastings Hart for the pro- 


motion of social justice. He has been largely re- 
sponsible for most of the reforms instituted in pris- 
on management, including abolition of stripes and 
recission of contract labor. He is the author of the 
first juvenile court law in America. 


It is a significant fact that all three awards are 


made on the basis of achievement of idealistic ob- 
jectives.

NEW YORK, May 31— (UP)—The 


army air corps recently put In use 
the new radio-photo process pei- 
fected by engineers to the point 
where a message written with a 
soft lead pencil on ordinary writing 
paper is sent out automatically 
from a plane in midair and repro- 
duced photographically at a ground 
leceivmg station. 
Thus may photographs and maps 


made by 
observers 
from 
great 


heights be transmitted to the 
ground while the plane goes on to 
other observation areas. 
Absolute 


secrecy in transmission of messages 
is assured, because code writing may 
be used without the slightest chance 
for error. 


Of course the next step In the 
process will be two-way transmis- 
sion of messages in script or code. 
With the proper apparatus 
the 
method of transmission is relative- 
ly simple. The paper bearing th« 
message is wrapped around a metal 
cylinder much the same size and 
appearance as the cylinders used in 
dictaphone machines. This cylin4er 
driven by a small motor, revolves 
twice a second and moves slowly 
from left to right. As it does so th« 
paper passes through the light beam 
cast by the photo-electric cell. The 
white paper reflects the beam back, 
but the black marks of the lead 
pencil do not cast reflections. 


Those variations 
of light 
and 
darkness are changed by the cell 
into electric impulses which in turn 
are passed through an audio fre- 
quency amplifier and then into the 
transmitting set. 
The receiver picks up the signals 
and puts them through an ampli- 
fier which rectifies the current and 
then passes them on to the record- 
ing apparatus 
Instead of chang- 
ing the electrical impulses i.ito light 
again as in previous equipment the 
new device reproduces the picture 
by sending the

Nearby is a 
shack used as a kitchen and din- 
ing hall. An overflow permits the 
water in Camp Hord pool to change 
constantly, and there is iplendid 
equipment for diving and water 
sports.

In February, 1713, Cassard made 


an attack upon the Dutch town or 
Curacao, on the island of the same 
name. He landed at the head of 
seven hundred 
of his men, and 


found the Dutch well intrenched 
before 
the 
town. 
Cassard 
was 


wounded in the first charge, and 
durinr the rest of the battle sat 
under a tree and directed his men. 


It took ten days of fighting to 


carrv this important 
town, 
and 


during most of the time Cassard 
was confined to his bed aboard 
ship by his severe wounds. ""

captured, 


made to pay a large ransom, and 
Cassard thought himself well paid 
for his trouble.* • • 


The old affair 
of 
the lawsuit 
against the Chamber of Commerce 
of Marseilles was rankling in the 
corsair's heart. As long as 
Cas- 
sard could keep the field or sail 
toward a fight with his fleet, he 
managed to keep the dishonorable 
treatment he had received at Mar- 
seilles out of 
his 
consciousness. 


Between battles, it tormented him. 
And he got no satisfaction out of 
the letters he had from the French 


** 
adress 


Chamber of Commerce for his pay 
he was met by lawyers. They point- 
ed out to him that the contrac 
stipulated that he. Cassard, was tc 
convoy the ships into Marseilles. H« 
hadn't done it. He had stayed back 
there, fighting the British fleet, and 
the grain ships had come in under 
protection of only one*, of Cassard s 
two ships. Magnificent work, with- 
out doubt, and heroic and all mat, 
but the merchants had no intention 
of paying a cent for it. 
. 
Cassard, of course, was astonished 
at such perfidy and crookedness. He 
sued, but the civil court in Mar- 
seilles was manned by judges whose 
interests lay with those of the 
Chamber of Commerce, and the de- 
cision went against the hero. He 
appealed to a higher court at Aix, 
but the lawyers won again. 
Cassard had saved Marseilles from 
starvation, and had suffered a con- 
siderable financial loss, besides risk- 
ing his life and the lives of his men, 
and now the beneficiaries took ad- 
vantage of a technicality in the 
contract to get out of paying the 
fifty thousand dollars due the cor- 
sair. This incident so enraged and 
embittered Cassard that it domin- 
ated his thoughts from this time 
forward. 


"While one of Cassard's lawsuits 
was dragging its weary way through 
the courts, the famous corsair re- 
ceived an invitation from the 
Brothers of the Coast to lead an 
expedition against some Spanish or 
Eng^h settlement where loot could 
be obtained, in the western world. 
He consented, but before he would 
sign articles with the buccaneers he 
'submitted the contract to his law- 
yers, had the agreement completely 
re-drawn, and insisted upon putting 
into the contract many special 
clauses safeguarding his rights. His 
experience with the crooked mer- 
chants of Marseilles had turned tbe 
corsair sour on business men. 
In June, 1712. the expedition, un- 
der Cassard. set out for-the Eng- 
lish island of Montferrae. in the 
West Indies. It was understood that 
rich booty might be taken the_re. 
The attack was sudden and fierce. 
Cassard landed batteries, and grad- 
ually pressed the defenders back 
into the town of Montferrat. Tfcen 
1 


the ship's gpns were mounted where 
they could command the town, and 
the cannonade started. A good 
haul of gold was made when the 
Enelish soldiers deserted the town 
and took refnge in the hills. Sev- 
eral hundred black slaves weie 
stolen: too. 
Pour small English vessels were 
loaded with loot and sent to Mart- 
The 


from the West Indies, 


Cassard learned that he had been 
given a high naval position by the 
King and had been awarded the 
Order of St. Louis. But as soon 
as he landed he was again 
sur- 


rounded by lawyers, and charges 
were filed against him which re- 
sulted in his being mulcted of every 
cent of his share of the spoil of 


He was now left 
practically 


penniless, except for an allowance 
given him by his sisters, whom he 
had made independently wealthy. 
He was no longer able to fight at 
sea or land, for his wound had 
made him lame. He got a cane, 
pinned his Medal of the order ol 
St. "Louis on his breast, and went 
up to Versailles to see the King 
about his lawsuit against the mer- 
chants of Marseilles. 
He spent years at court, growing 


old. waiting and hoping. He became 
a familiar figure at court functions, 
and finally a pathetic figure. But 
he was never permitted 
to ap- 
proach the Grand Monarch, who 
was very busy with his women and 


old man with the medal on his 
shabby uniform became a joke v 
;he courtiers. 
One day, when he felt the pang 


of rneuiaatisrn upon him, the old 
corsair approached Cardinal Fleury, 
First Minister of State of the great 
Louis. Cassard started to tell his 
story, and the minister waved him 
aside impatiently. Cassard shouted 
defiantly, and raised his cane to 
strike. He was arrested and sent 
to prison at the fortress of Ham 
There 
he remained for fourteen 


years, and there he died, alone, 
friendless and forgotten, in 1740, 
The town of Nantes has erected 


a monument to his memory, but 
the merchants of Marseilles have 
never paid their debt.

make live again the days when they 
were laying the foundations of an 
empire. 
One Of these is Mrs Sarah Jane 
Brown of Lincoln, who, nearing 
her" ninetieth 
birthday, and sur- 


rounded by four generations of her 
children presents a typical picture 
of the pioneer wife and mother. 
A great-great grandmother now, 
Mrs. Brown enjoys to the 
fullest 


the pleasure of her 
large family, 


and quietly watches the world pass 
by, not, however, -without a sur- 


ing with her daughter, Mrs. Mary 
Catherine Chandler, 1424 Folsom 
street.Recalls Early Incidents. 


When she relates the incidents of 


her earlier years, Mrs. Brown breaks 
into sudden laughter,-and her eyes 
brighten at recollecting of an amus- 
ing incident. Or her face will as- 
sume a thoughtful expression, as 
sne tells of the raiding Indians, or 
the hours she sat alone with her 
children awaiting her husband's re- 
turn from his perilous trips to Ne- 
braska City driving the stage coach. 
Her still rugged strength has re- 
sisted to a great extent the inroads 
of age. 


Born in Vigo 
county, Indiana 


October 25, 1841, the second eldest 
of eleven 
children, Mrs 
Brown 
with her family emigrated to Ne- 
vada, Vernon county, Missouri, in 


1846. 
Her 
father 
was- a black- 
smith. There was no schooling for 
her nor her sisters and brothers. 
They had but few' even of the ne- 
cessities for the family. She mar- 
ried George Washington Brown in 
1864, the year she came to Nebras- 
ka. They settled at Beatrice, and 
in 1869 the family came to Lincoln. 
Shortly after she married, and 


left home, her father was slain in 
tke yard of his home by Missouri 
raiders 
The identity of his assas- 
sins was never discovered. 


Drove Team To Nebraska. 


An emigrant, passing through 


Nevada, offered the newly-married 
couple an opportunity to come to 
needed help with 
while her husband 
Nebraska. 
He 


his stock. 
So 
herded sheep along the trail, Mrs. 
Brown drove a team and wagon. 
Beatrice was a village of a scant 
half-dozen houses then, said Mrs. 
Brown. It was a quarter of a mile 
to the nearest neighbor. Her new 


house was up-to-date, though, be- 
ing made of milled lumber. 
Mr. Brown becaire a stage coach 


driver, and freight hauler, opeitit- 
Ing between Beatrice and Nebraika 
City. The children began to arrive, 
and the young mother 
was 
left 


alone with them for days at a time 
while the father was gone. Mrs. 
Brown's face betrays but little of 
the anxiety she must have felt then, 
as she speaks now of me days and 
nip'its alone, with hungry, thiev- 
ing Indians roaming the prairies. 
• On one of these days, a band of 
Pawnee biaves appeared at the iso- 
lated home, and 
demanded food. 
Mrs. Brown gave them bread and 
meat, and they departed. 
Shortly 


thereafter, a wagon train was at- 
tacked, and a number of lives lost. 
The depredation was attributed to 
these Indians. When the same band 
returned several days later, fear 
clutched at the mother's heart, but 
more food sent the unwelcome visit- 
ors on their way. Although suffic- 
ing to win for her the Indians' ap- 
proving title of "heap good squaw," 
the gift also served to bring more 
of them, when the good word got 
around. 
Grasshoppers Ate Garden. 
Then came the grasshoppers and 


the drouth, two disasters which 
sent many settlers back to the east, 
where food was plentiful. Although 
their 
garden 
of vegetables was 


wiped out in an hour by the in- 
sects, the Browns were not faced 
with the , prospect, of 
starvation, 


since their living did 
not 
come 


from the soil entirely, as that of 
the farmers. 
In 1869 Mr. Brown brought his 


family to Lincoln, where he became 
connected with a livery business on 
O street between Eighth and Ninth 
streets. He later dug wells, and 
worked in the stone quarry west of 
the penitentiary. It was from this 
quarry, that Mr. Brown helped take 
stone for Nebraska's 
first capitol 


building. He passed away 
fifteen 


years ago. 
"Sometimes I think the world is 


getting worse," Mrs. Brown com- 
mented in talking of the changes 
which she has seen. "It seems that 
they think of nothing but killing 
each other." 
Although declaring 
that she doesn't care about taking 
a ride in an airplane, she said that 
the many improvements and ad- 
vances interest her greatly. Mrs. 
Brown has not taken an auto ride 
since she was in an 
accident a 


number of years ago. 
Takes Care of Herself. 


While other members of her fam- 
ily go about 
their affairs. Mrs. 


Brown proceeds about hers. Upon 
arising, she dresses and carefully 
does up her hair, now white and 
rapidly thinning, with two combs 
in the back. Then until mealtime 
she sits in a low rocker, sometimes 


holding her 
great-great-grandson. 


at other times just a quiet figure in 
the family circle. 
Seven of Mrs. B/own's children 


are living. They are: Mrs. Chand- 
ler, with whom she lives; Mrs. Mel- 
vine Keller, Mrs. N. W. Welchel 
and Mrs. A. C. Bice of 
Lincoln: 
Mrs. Emma Foster of California; 
Mrs. Lily Keller of DCS Monies, and 
Gi W. Brown of Idaho.

This is even true 
among the richer of the middle 
class". 
Americans are respected in Japan, 


so Miss Buzzell says. 
Of course 
their own attitude has a great deal 
to do with the reception they re- 
ceive from the Japanese, but the 
majority of them are well liked. 
There are a few instances of 


American women marrying Japa- 
nese men, and the result is not 
always satisfactory. 
The marriage 
does not affect either the Japanese 
man or the American woman so far 
as the respect of the Japanese aie 
concerned, but it does affect their 
children. They are neither Amer- 
ican nor Japanese and are more or 
less scorned 


Heritage Problem Presented. 


Miss Buzzell told of a member of 


peerage who married a French girl 
who he had met while in France. 
Everything was quite satisfactory 
until the husband died leaving two 
little sons. There was a, battle be- 
;ween the mother-in-law, who was 
also Japanese nobility, and the 
young wife concerning the heritage 
of the children 
The 
Japanese 


woman insisted that they not be 
granted their father's position, and 
;he wife insisted that the children 
:iad every right to the peerage. The 
Japanese court ruled that the eldest 
son should have his father's title 
just as much as though his moCher 
were Japanese. 


"One of our foremost Japanese 
men. Dr. Nitobe, married a girl 
from Philadelphia a number of 
years ago". Miss Buzzell said, "and 
Shey are ideally happy. Mrs. Nitobe 
is a very splendid woman and is 
very well liked. Of course her hus- 
band's position helped a great deal. 
Had she married a man who had no 
rank, and who was poor, she doubt- 
less wo.uld have noticed a differ- 
ence." 


A year's absence is a long one, so 
Miss Buzzell thinks, and she is go- 
ing back to a brand new crop of 
kindergartners, some

them 
grandchildren of her first students. 


Homesick, but Not for (J. S. 
"That is why I like it so much 
over there", she explained. 
"They 


all know me, and.I am quite neces- 
sary to them. If there is illness or 
grief in the family, I am the first 
one there. I go to their weddings, 
to see the new babies, I talk to 
them about their children and an 
things that interest them. 
They 
trust me because I have been with 
them so long, and I am perfectly at 
home and happy there. This is my 
last furlough and I shall not return 
to America again". 


Any homesickness Miss Buzzell 


may ever have suffered was not for 
America. 
W?ien she landed in 
Seattle last June for a year's stay 
in the States she was at a loss to 
know what to do or where to turn 
She would have taken the next 
boat back to Japan had it been pos- 
sible. 


"I told my family that my pocket 


book had pernicious anemia befoie 
I even landed and it certainly had 
the palsey after I saw the price of 
things in this country". 


Likes Japanese Leisure. 


The only thing that saved her 


from 
being 
completely overcome 
with homesickness and a general 
strangeness was her 
accidental 
meeting with an old student. He 
took her all of the places she want- 
ed to see and helped her gel started 
ea_st. She felt that he was the only 
friend she had on this side of the 
Pacific. 


"I notice such a difference over 
here this time". Miss Buzzell said- 
"Everyone rushes around so. There 
is no leisure over here. In Japan
